Propagation Watch 

What would happen if contesters could have whatever 
propagation they desired on a major contest weekend? They 
got their wish Feb. 16-17, as the sun cooperated with above- 
average flux, and exceptionally quiet geomagnetic 
conditions. 

The higher bands were open all day, and well past local 
sunset. The low bands and the polar path were about as 
good as a contester could ask for. At times, 20 meters was 
open in all directions, giving rotators a real workout. 

With any luck, these excellent conditions will continue. 
The more active side of the sun is rotating in our direction, 
and we expect to see solar flux increase to a peak at the 
end of the month. Flux jumped to 267 on Feb. 18, so we 
may see another 300+ flux reading in February! 

So far, the many active sunspot regions have produced 
very few band-disrupting major flares. Also, the 
geomagnetic field has remained very quiet, despite the high 
level of solar activity. If this fortuitous combination 
continues, look for more spectacular band conditions during 
the next month, including the ARRL SSB test and WPX 
SSB. 

The chance of a major flare causing short-wave fading 
on the sunlit side of the earth increases as the active solar 
longitudes swing in our direction, so keep an ear on WWV 
or WWVH. In the absence of such a flare, enjoy the great 
band conditions!

Saturday March 16 to 0200Z Monday March 18. 30-hour 
maximum operation (including multi-ops), with time-offs of 
not less than 3 hours. Categories are single op; single op, 
single band; multi op, all band; and SWL. Send RST, 
message number (beginning with 001) and UTC time. (Use 
of ’same’ or ’same as yours’ for time is not permitted.) 
Score one point per completed QSO. Stations may be 
worked once per band. Multipliers are DXCC countries, 
and call areas in US, Canada, and Australia, all per band. 
[Note that the first US QSO, for example, counts for two 
multipliers: the DXCC country of US, and the call area.] 
Continents count once only, not per band. Final score is 
QSO points times multipliers times continents worked 
(maximum of six). Use separate logs per band. Send logs to 
BARTG c/o John Barber G4SKA, 32 Wellbrook Street, 
Tiverton, Devon EX16 5JW by May 25th.
